When my two fig trees began 
to produce abundantly I was 
delighted, but not half as de¬ 
lighted as the birds. They 
swooped in by flocks and cov¬ 
eys, and apparently they have 
a rule forbidding any two birds 
to peck the same fig or peach 
or whatever, or from taking 
more than one peck from each 
one they sample. But that re¬ 
minded me of Albert Barlow, 
good gardener and good citi¬ 
zen who died a few weeks ago. 
Mr. Barlow didn’t go in for any 
fancy stuff. He simply cut 
round discs out of the tops of 
tincans, punched holes in them 
and hung those bright discs in 
all his fruit trees. They were 
so thin a very light breeze 
would make them turn and 
flutter, shooting bright reflec¬ 
tions in all directions, and they 
scared the birds more than fly¬ 


ing saucers scare imaginative 
citizens. I know that if I were 
as wise a man as Albert was I 
would have done the same 
thing a couple of years ago and 
wouldn’t have to worry about 
the birds now. I suppose I’ll 
never get around to doing it. 
But I doubt that I shall ever 
see birds pecking away at 
fruit without thinking of Albert 
Barlow, and it is always pleas¬ 
ant to remember a good citizen. 
* • * 

I suppose birds have been 
the farmer’s best friends and 
most annoying enemies ever 
since man became civilized 
enough to plant crops. The 
scarecrow must have been in¬ 
vented before the dawn of his¬ 
tory—and birds quit being 
scared by it centuries ago. I 
suspect the only scarecrow 
which really worked in recent 


times was the one invented by 
Harry Hawxhurst of Sierra Ma¬ 
dre, who might have become 
a famous inventor if he hadn’t 
chosen art. Harry invented a 
mobile scarecrow, propelled by 
water pressure when he irri¬ 
gated, if I remember correctly, 
which would whiz from end to 
end of his garden, flapping its 
arms and frightening the birds 
away to safe distances. 

That was only one of Harry's 
inventions. He had several 
which, properly commercializ¬ 
ed, might have made him rich. 
But I wonder if he hasn’t got 
more fun and known far more 
creative joy from being an ar¬ 
tist than he ever could have 
got from being rich. 

* * * 

Because last year our Cham¬ 
ber of Commerce declined to 
back the Tournament of Roses 
float, some persons are saying 
harsh things about, our mer¬ 
chants. That is entirely wrong 
and unwise. Our merchants are 
our friends and neighbors and 
the persons most vitally inter¬ 
ested in the welfare of our city. 
Some of them merely got an¬ 
noyed by being called on to 
put up the money for all com¬ 
munity activities, and felt the 
other citizens should bear a 
bigger hand in such efforts. 
Doubtless most of our mer¬ 
chants will be just as glad as 
any of us to see a Sierra Madre 
float in the most famous an¬ 
nual parade in the world, and 
will be glad to contribute to it. 
And certainly it is going to take 
the cooperation of all of us to 
do the thing right. I said we 
must all act like citizens, not 
merely like residents. Our 
merchants are just as much 
citizens as you and I are—and 
we are just as much citizens 
as they are. Or, at least, that’s 
the way it should be.

Barlow. Then last week’s paper 
told of Mrs. Barlow’s death.

And England will be 
always more than an island of 
legendary courage for it has 
become the stability of the 
General—the simplicity of the 
Blizards—and the vigor of the 
Nelsons. 

We know now what we only 
believed before—that the world 
is people—individuals who are 
born and suffer and love and I 


hope and die—the same as we. 
The world is fathers who want 
to work, mothers who want to 
care for their families, children 
who want to grow—in freedom, 
in dignity and in peace. It may 
get all mixed up with politics 
and social strata, it may get 
thoroughly confused by dis¬ 
tances and languages and eco¬ 
nomic standards. 

But, if you are willing to 
climb above the fog of super¬ 
ficialities, you will come upon 
the undistorted peak of truth— 
the world is you—infinitely 
multiplied, marvelously di¬ 
verse, eternally varied and spir¬ 
itually one.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING 
SECTION 14 OF ORDINANCE 
NO. 469. AS AMENDED. 
WHICH ORDINANCE WAS 
ADOPTED JANUARY 27, 1948, 
RELATING TO THE SUBDI¬ 
VISION OF LAND IN THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE. 
THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE

CALIFORNIA, DOES ORDAIN 
AS FOLLOWS: 

SECTION 1. That Section 14 
of Ordinance No. 469 as amend¬ 
ed of said City of Sierra Madre, 
entitled, "AN ORDINANCE OF 
THE CITY OF SIERRA MADRE 
ESTABLISHING IN SAID CITY, 
RULES, REGULATIONS AND 
STANDARDS FOR THE SUB¬ 
DIVISION OF LAND AND FOR 
THE PREPARATION AND 
PRESENTATION OF SUBDIVI¬ 
SION MAPS, AND PROVIDING 
PENALTIES FOR THE VIOLA¬ 
TION THEREOF,” adopted Jan¬ 
uary 27, 1948, be, and the same 
is hereby amended to read as 
follows: 

“SECTION 14: PERMISSION 
TO DIVIDE LOTS. 

When an owner or subdivider 
desires to divide one or more 
lots so as to create not more 
than four new lots and does not 
wish to record a subdivision 
map as provided by this ordi¬ 
nance, and when no dedication 
of streets, alleys or other public 
ways or easements are in¬ 


volved, it shall be done in the 
following manner: 

(1) An original and three 
prints of a map showing the 
proposed lot division shall be 
prepared by a registered civil 
engineer or licensed surveyor 
and such maps shall be filed 
with the City Planning Com¬ 
mission. 

(2) The map shall show the 
exact dimensions and bearings 
of each line, any monuments 
set, existing structures and any 
other essential engineering 
data. 

(3) If the map complies with 
all of the items required in (2) 
above, the Planning Commis¬ 
sion may approve the division, 
provided the division complies 
with the following conditions: 

(a) Curbs, sidewalks, paving 
and other improvement deemed 
necessary by the Planning Com¬ 
mission. The Planning Commis¬ 
sion may require the property 
owner to furnish a surety bond 
or a deposit of money with the 
City Clerk or a responsible es¬ 
crow agent approved by the 
City Council, in an amount 
equal to the cost of the work 
or improvements required as 
estimated by the City Engineer. 

(b) Separate and individual 
sanitary sewage facilities and 
connections shall be made to 
each lot created. 

(c) All lot sizes shall con¬ 
form to the provisions of the 
Zoning Ordinance. 

(d) That no lot contained in 
such proposed subdivision shall 
conflict with any street, high¬ 
way, park, playground, public 
building or other type of public 
project indicated on a Master 
Plan or Precised Plan.

On August 22 just 21 years 
ago a hot wind blew down 
into Tillamook County from 
the dry lands east of the 
mountains. It curled the 
needles of the giant Fir trees 
like a blast from a furnace. 
The stage was set for one of 
the most disastrous forest 
fires in history. 

A thin wisp of smoke grew 
into a terrifying atom - like 
cloud 9,000 feet high as the 
fire roared through almost 
400 square miles of tinder-dry 
forest in 24 hours. Raging 
uncontrolled for 11 days, the 
fire destroyed over 500 square 
miles of timber, equal to the 
nation’s entire cut of the pre¬ 
vious year. 

Sawmills were closed, men 
thrown out of work, water¬ 
sheds and recreational areas 
destroyed, and income from 
taxes lost.

AN ORDINANCE AMENDING 
SUBSECTION (c) OF SEC¬ 
TION 4 AND SUBSECTION 
(c) of SECTION 7. ALL OF 
ORDINANCE NO. 391 OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE. 
THE CITY COUNCIL OF THE 
CITY OF SIERRA MADRE

SECTION 1. That Subsection 
(c) of Section 4 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
“(c) BUILDING SITE AREA 
REQUIRED; Not less than 
7500 square feet of lot area 
per family provided not more 
than one single-family dwell¬ 
ing shall be located on any 
one lot. Provided, however, 
that where a lot has less area 
than herein required and was 


of record at the time this 
Ordinance became effective, 
said lot may be occupied by 
a single-family residence.’ 
Section 2. That Subsection 
(c) of Section 7 is hereby 
amended to read as follows: 
“(c) BUILDING SITE AREA 
REQUIRED: Not less than 
6000 square feet of area per 
lot provided not more than 
one two-family dwelling or 
two single-family dwellings 
may be located on any one 
lot; and further provided 
that where a lot has less than 
the lot area herein required 
and was of record at the 
time this Ordinance became 
effective, said lot may be oc¬ 
cupied for R-2 purposes, ex¬ 
cept that each such substan¬ 
dard lot containing less than 
5000 square feet there shall 
be permitted not more than 
one single-family residence 


thereon.” 

Section 3. The immediate 
adoption of the foregoing Or¬ 
dinance is urgently required in 
order to clarify certain am¬ 
biguities that presently exist in 
the Ordinance in force, assure 
the orderly division of land in 
accordance with existing stan¬ 
dards and practices and to pre¬ 
serve the public peace, health, 
safety and general welfare. 

Section 4. The City Clerk 
shall certify to the adoption of 
this Ordinance and shall cause 
the same to be published once 
in the Sierra Madre News, a 
weekly newspaper published 
and circulated in said City and 
thereupon and thereafter the 
same shall take effect and be 
in force.
